During  the  past  year  the  people  of  the  State  of  Vermont  have 
purchased  $18,000,000  worth  of  War  Savings  Bonds.  This  repre¬ 
sents  an  investment  of  approximately  $50  for  every  man,  woman 
and  child  in  the  State. 

Vermonters  were  able  to  buy  $18,000,000  worth  of  bonds  last 
year  mostly  because  410  industrial  and  mercantile  establishments 
throughout  the  state  have  provided  a  means  whereby  their 
employees  can  buy  bonds  on  an  installment  basis.  More  than 
38,000  men  and  women  are  included  in  the  plan.

All  schools  in  the  eastern  and  central  part  of  the  town  have 
increased  in  pupil  enrollment  while  Chippenhook  and  the  Springs 
Schools  have  decreased. 

We  expect  that  Defense  work  has  caused  a  large  part  of  this 
change  in  student  population.  All  school  buildings  are  in  very 
good  condition  but  some  repairs  will  be  necessary  as  usual  in 
order  that  no  great  expense  will  be  required  in  any  one  year. 

We  are  fortunate  indeed  in  retaining  the  services  of  so  efficient 
teachers  during  the  war  period.  The  teacher  supply  in  the  state 
of  Vermont,  as  well  as  other  states,  will  be  a  very  serious  matter 
in  the  years  ahead. 

The  work  of  the  schools  is  maintained  in  a  substantial  manner 
and  the  number  of  students  attending  high  schools  is  a  demon¬ 
stration  of  interest  in  advanced  education. 

HOT  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

The  hot  lunch  projects  in  the  various  schools  have  performed 
a  very  important  service  for  several  years. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  the  attendance  and  educational 
achievements  arc  improved  by  taking  advantage  of  the  lunch, 
which  is  made  possible  on  account  of  surplus  commodifies. 
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The  citizens  of  Clarendon  are  fortunate  in  having  school 
directors  who  are  interested  in  the  best  kind  of  training  for  the 
young  people. 

The  students  have  made  good  records  in  the  high  schools 
attended  and  the  citizens  of  Clarendon  may  well  be  proud  of 
this  fact. 

The  cooperation  of  all  concerned  will  accomplish  and  maintain 
an  excellent  educational  standard.

The  vote  under  articles  numbers  9  and  10  shall  be  by  ballot,  ip  form  as 
provided  by  this  act.  Such  ballots  are  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

11.  To  see  if  said  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Library  Ass’n.  twenty- 
five  ($25.00)  for  up  keep. 


12.  To  transact  any  other  necessary  business.
